Slavery iu California. 

_The San Francisco Herald of the 12th 
_ Nov., in the course of a long article depre- 
cating excited and angry discussion on the 
subject of introducing slavery, makes the 

following interesting statement: 

(South. Press. 
“It may startle those who happen to be 
nervous on this subject to be informed that 
slavery now exists, and bas always existed, 
in California since the adoption of the con- 
stitution. Inthe mining counties and even 
in San Francisco, there ase many slaves, and 
vet there is no manifest derangement of pub- 
lic morals in consequence, nor do the people 
generally seem to give themselves imuch 
unNicty on the subject. There is no attempt 
to incite the slaves to run away, and they 
themselves, catching the healthy tone of 
public sentiment, never entertain a thought 
of sucha thing. We know some of them 
Whose earnings amount to as much as the 
pay of a post captain in the navy, and who 
can purchase their freedom at any time, but 
are perfectly content with their present con- 
dition. ‘These facets go to prove that it will 
be difficult, without persevering agitation, to 
generate bigotry in the minds of the people 
of California on the slavery question, or to 
convert it into an element of discord; and 
such persevering agitation we hope never 
to see.

Slavery in New Mexico, 





“A citizen of New Mexico” states, in a 
communication to the Washington Union, 
that under the system of peonage, which ex- 
ists in that territory by virtue of the Mexican 
laws, many Navajo Indians, captured in the 
Wars with that tribe, are held in slavery ; un- 
conditional and for lite, and are bought and 
sold as slaves, The treaties that have been 
made with the agents of out Government 
with those Indians, stipulate for the delivery 
of those prisoners, butit has been found im- 
possible to comply with this condition, ‘The 
owners, any of them, are unwilling to part 
with this property, and they cannot be iden- 
tified so as to toree a delivery. 

Another description of these Indian  ser- 
vants, who are still more numerous, is ob- 
tained from one of the degraded tribes of the 
Utahs, inhabiting the valleys of the Sierra 
Nevada. ‘They are also mostly females, and 
are brought, when children, from their own 
people by the Mexican traders. . Up lar.thie 
trade. TF have known, says the correspon- 
dent in question, as many as twenty brought 
to the territory at one time, and sold as ser- 
vants for lite, who were considered as much 
the property of the purchaser as his mule, or 
any other species of property owned by him ; 
and his right to hold thein was never ques-
